No. 2-PG(88)62.— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Kandla for the 
year 1961-62, The salient features of the Report arc 
reviewed below:— 

(I) Financial Results:— 

(a) Port Fund.— The Revenue receipts of the Port (excluding 
the Pilotage Account) during the year were Rs. 83-09 lakhs 
as compared with Rs. 85.66 lakhs during 1960-61, mainly 
because of the decrease in imports and exports to the extent 
of about 12 per cent 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contribution to the Depreciation Fund and 
Capital Account) during the year under review was Rs, 50-23 
lakhs as against Rs. 56.60 lakhs In 1960 61. The percentage 
of working expenses (excluding debt charges and speejal 
expenditure) to income under the General Account was 60 
-as against 66 in the previous year. Contributions were made 
as usual to the Depreciation Fund and the Capital Account, 
the amounts transferred being Rs. 4 lakhs and 1-50 lakhs 
respectively. An amount of Rs. 15 lakhs was also paid towards 
part payment of Interest charges accrued on the cost of 
assets transferred from the capital side to Revenue side. 

(b) Pilotage Account ,— The gross income and expenditure 
during 1961-62 was Rs. 1*12 lakhs and Rs, 2-22 lakhs (exclud- 
ing a contribution of Rs. 8,000 to the Depreciation Fund in 
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the Pilotage Account), respectively resulting in a deficit of 
Rs. 1-10 lakhs during the year. There was a deficit of 
Rs. 0-56 lakhs In 1960-61, the gross Income and expenditure 
for that year being Rs. 1.27 lakhs and Rs. 1.83 lakhs respec- 
tively. 

(c) Deb t .— The outstanding debt of the Port at the close of 
the financial year 1961-62 wa**Ra. 4-52 crores due to the 
Government on account of assets transferred to the Port of 
Kamila. 

(2) Traffic: 

(a) Trade — The traffic which passed through the Port of 
Kandla in 1904-62 as compared with that in 1960-01 is 
indicated in the table below:—

The imports during the year under report registered a 
decrease of 1.17 lakhs metric tonnes or about 9.5 per cent 
of the imports of the previous year, mainly due to decreased 
imports of foodgrains, iron and steel, rock phosphate, and 
other miscellaneous items. The exports in 1961-62 also 
registered a decrease of 0-69 lakhs metric tonnes as compared 
with the export* in 1960-61, mainly due to less traffic In salt, 
ores, oil seeds and cotton, 

(b) Shipping.— Excluding sailing vessels, 230 vessels with a 
gross tonnage of 17-30 lakhs entered the Port during 1961-62, 
as against 294 vessels with a gross tonnage of 19-61 lakhs in 
1960-61, 

S- S. Maxton of 19510-00 tons gross was die biggest S. S. 
Santore of 172-18 Metres lengdi and 9-90 metres draft was 
the longest and the deepest vessel which entered the Port 
during the year under review. 

(B) Labour.— The labour situation at the Port continued to 
be satisfactory during 1961-02. 

(4) Capital Works.— The construction of one additional 
(fifth) cargo Bferth was In progress. Superstructure work for 
750 Rft. of quay, open stacking ground and the central 
read was started during the year under review. Asphalt 
surfacing over this portion was started and completed during 
the year 1901-02 and laying of Railway tracks was In prog- 
ress, 

(5) Amenities to staff.— The Port Organisation continued to 
provide their staff with various amenities such as housing, 
free educational facilities upto the seventh standard, clubs, 
canteens, general medical attendance, etc. 

(6) The work of development of the port town of Gandhi- 
dhatn showed reasonable progress.
